IIL, SOURCE'S DESCRIPTION OF SIGHTING: SOURCE, having retirad early for the 


During tha twenty minute period of sighting by SOURCE, the object appeared 
to swing to and fro as if attached to a pendulum. Simlteangously, it aopeasared to 
rise slowly but snarply. SOURCE likened the object to locking directly into a larga 
incandescent bulb and suddenly closing your eyes. The image that annears in that 
aplit sacond after your eyes close is exactly tha appearance tnat the object in 
question gave to SOURCE, According to SOURCE, the object had a very bright center, 
blurred sdgas and appeared to be about the size of a small pea held at arcs length. 


During entire period of observation, the sky was dark witn a few stars and 
no moonlight. At no time did the object move behind any visual obstruction. However, 
the objact did at times obatruct SCURCE'S vision of ona particularly bright star, 

This star waa vositively positioned east by SOURCE as being in the same direction 
43 the sun riss3, The night wea cool (about 4O°F.) with a very slight breeze, 


SOURCE heard no sound fron object, color remained constant, white center 
with pinkish yellow extsrior and no flickering or fading. No vapor trails or exhaust 
were vistble, its shans, that of a ball, remained constant at all times durirg 
ovservition, Whila it never appeared to increase or decrease its speed to any 
appreciable degree, Lt was ever movirg with a pendulum motion. 
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bid. SUURCLTS DESCRIPTICN OF SIGHTING: SOURCE, having retired for the night 
of 5 March 56, noticed a bright light Larourn the bedroom window which cave Lhe 
Appearance Of a very brignt star. SULRCE estimated time to be 06/0155Z Mar 54, 
After watching object for a few minutes, SOURCE awakened her husband and both of 
Uhem decided to investigate the source of Light. 


During the twenty-five minutes of observing this object, SOURCE stated 
tnat there was a few stars out t S t remember if the moon was visible
